Inflation Jumps; 
Economy Slumps 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Inflation 
picked 
up

more steam in the first three 
m o n th s 
of 
1974 
than 
government economists first 
thought while the economy 
slid further into the hole. 
C o m m erce 
D ep a rtm e n t 
figures showed today. 
Revised 
figures on 
the 
G ross 
N ational 
P ro d u ct 
(G N P ) showed econom ic 
output dropped at a 6.3 per 
cent annual rate between 
January 
and 
March, 
the 
biggest three month decline 
since the first quarter of 
1958. 
Last month, the depart­ 
ment had put the decline at 
5.8 per cent as the slumping 
auto m o b ile 
and 
housing 
industries took their toll on 
the overall economy. But the 
new 
figures 
show 
even 
steeper decline and cast a 
shadow over g o v ern m e n t 
forecasts of a healthy upturn 
in the last half of 1974. 
Inflation in the January- 
March quarter soared at an 
11.5 per cent annual rate, the 
d e p a r t m e n t 
s a id —ev e n 
faster than the unusually 
heavy 10.8 per cent pace 
estim ated last month. 
Not since the first quarter 
of 1951 when prices rose at a 
13 per cent rate, has inflation 
been so virulent during a

Fine sandpaper used on an old painted surface 
will make it more receptive to a new coat of paint. Glossy 
(either semi-gloss or high gloss) surfaces always require 
dulling by sanding or the application of a liquid deglosser 
so the new paint will adhere. Dust, grease and dirt must be 
removed before repainting.
